It is reported that very- 
few of these men go elsewhere 
after beer. The result has been 
good health, very little trouble 
with discipline and very credit- 
able results in training. 

"The question of beer-rooms in 
Newmarket cannot, as things 
stand, .be considered apart from 
the presence of these thousand 
men just merging into citizen- 
ship. /Hie* coming of beer-rooms 

would inevitably bring tempta- 
tion to these young men. It 
would result in a considerable 
number- of them learning to 
drink, with a lessening of effi- 
ciency and, in some cases, unfor- 
tunate, if not disastrous, personal 
results. 

"The presence of beer-rooms 
in Newmarket will deeply wound 
many of the patriotic citizens 
of the province whose homes 
have furnished the splendid 
youths that make up these 
camps. It will also tend to undo 
and defeat the purpose of the 
defence department in making 
these camps dry. It will so far 
as it succeeds in increasing the 
consumption of liquor, weaken 
Canada's war effort. 

"In addition it will inevitably 
bequeath to the country an entail 
of damaged and less capable 
manhood for the post-war years.

Mrs. LeGresley has a mother, 
two sisters, and a brother, who 
served with the British forces in 
the last war, in Jersey. Mr. 
LeGresley has two brothers and 
n sister in Jersey. A brother was 
killed in the last war. 

Mr. and Mrs. LeGresley came 

here from Jersey, which lies 

under the shelter of the French 

coast, 29 years ago. They rtave 

not been back to Jersey in that 

time, although Mr. LeGresley 

had visited Canada once before 
that. 

They can communicate with 
relatives in Jersey at the rate of 
20 words for 25 cents, via Gen- 
eva, and recently sent a message 
to their relatives there. 

A niece in England, who left 
Jersey at n moment's notice at 
the time, of the evacuation, re- 
cently forwarded to the LeGres- 
Icys a letter from her mother. 



Mrs. LcGreslcy's sister, saying 
that they were ail well. 

When the niece left for England 
she had a few hours to pack 
all that .she could take in a suit- 
case, and then made the journey 
across the channel in an over- 
crowded boat. 

The LeGresleys, like most of 
the people of Jersey, speak both 
French and English. Jersey 
newspapers which they have in 
their home give an interesting 
picture of the island, with its 
parliament called "the States" 
members called "deputies," with 
various officials called "bailiffs,'* 
"constables," and "centeniers." 

Stories circulate that the herds 
of Jersey cattle are gone, and 
that now the Germans, having 
difficulty in maintaining com- 
munications, are evacuating Jer- 
sey and the other channel 
islands, according to Rodney 
Ecobichon, another Newmarket 
man with Jersey relatives. Al- 
though he was bom in Peter- 
borough, Mr. Ecobichon's parents 
were born in Jersey. 

One story that Mr. Ecobichon 
has heard is of farms being hur- 
riedly sold for as little as $10 by 
evacuees to neighbors who were 
staying behind.

"The Ontario government has 
declared its desire to aid in the 
fullest possible degree the war 
effort of Canada.

"Will not the Ontario govern- 
ment, in the interest of Canada 
nml'the empire, even if it is re- 
luctant to lessen existing sale, at 
least in the interest of Canada's 
war effort and the tremendous 
issues at stake, withhold its con- 
sent to the extension of facilities 
for sale and the inevitable in- 
creased consumption of liquor 
resulting therefrom?"

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WILL BIG ARMIES 
BE NEEDED ? 






To read the opinions of others and to choose 
y- between them is not to pose as a military 
strategist. We have read and listened to those 
who call for great armies, and we have read those 
who have talked of mechanized war and said 
that mechanical power, in the form of bombers 
jr.^ and tanks and armored cars and machine-guns, 
means victory, it seems to us that Hitler's vic- 
tories have supported the latter viewpoint. In 
Russia today apparently two great armies are 
^engaged, but even there seemingly Russia's stand 
so far seems to have been made possible by 
mechanized equipment rather than by numbers. 
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From the moment this war broke loose there 
arose shouts in Canada for a Canadian army 
without thought given to whether it was needed 
or not, 'Hie government announced a reasonable 
|;policy of establishing a small army, and equip* 
japing it in a big way. The calls of super-patriots, 
•however, forced the government into the foolish- 
ness of training great numbers of men for bare- 
§ handed defence of Canada, That Just served to 
g. embarrass industry, put up production costs and 
living expenses, and interfere with Canada's real 
war effort, which should be industrial and agri- 
cultural. 
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The shouting has kept up, with the result that 
the government decided to keep its trainees in 
uniform, and is now high-pressuring them into 
active service. In other words, the decision is 
being made by a clamorous section of the public, 
without due regard for the possibility that Can- 
ada's manpower might be more effectively 
engaged in the production of munitions or 
cheese. 

W. R. Plowman, in the Toronto Star, writes: 
"Even were Russia to go under, It should still lie 
possible for Britain and the U.S. to win the war 
by means of mastery of the air added to mastery 
of the sea, and without fighting their way across 
Europe to Berlin. The possibility of achieving 
victory In this way appears to be doubted by 
General Wavell and his successor, General Audi- 
Inleck. It is scoffed at by most of the high mlii. 
tary officers at Washington. Some of these U.8. 
Officers are still preparing to fight the battles of 
yesterday and do not sense in the remotest way 
today's possibilities of war In the air. Some day 



The booklet is rightly called a "primer of 
Canadian national unity." Some of the more 
interesting paragraphs we quote: 

- ' * 
"It is a mistake to imagine, as some people do, 
that European nationalities are separated by 
downright differences of race. The idea that 
people who speak the same language or live under 
the same government belong to the same race is 
one of the most dangerous errors that can delude 
the human brain. To the scientist, race Is simply 
and solely a matter of physical characteristics, 
such as skull-shape, color of eyes, hair, and skin, 
texture of hair, stature, and blood-group. Just 
as we classify our cows as Aberdeens or Guern- 
seys or Holsteins by reason of their bodily types 
and not because they moo in a certain fashion or 
inhabit a common pasture-field, so neither lang- 
uage nor political grouping proves anything as to 
the race of any human being. 

"In Europe, in spite of all the languages spoken, 
there are just three main subspecies of the human 
race, namely (i) the tall, fair-haired, long-skulled 
Nordic, (ii) the short, dark, long-skulled Mediter- 
ranean, and (iii) the stocky, broad-headed Alpine 
type. No one type has had a monopoly of genius 
in creating civilization, for all three have contri- 
buted abundantly to the upbuilding of the world. 
Moreover, every nation in Europe has been a 
mixture of these types and has been actually 
enriched by the inter-mixture. 

- 

"In France, all three types are found, with the 
broad-headed Alpine predominating, as in Ger- 
many. In Italy, even the casual tourist can dis- 
tinguish between the swarthy, long-skulled type 
of the south and the burly, red-haired Alpine 
types so common in the north. The British Isles 
show a bewildering racial mixture, for the 
Southern Irish, the Welsh, the Cornish, and the 
'black breed' of the western highlands of Scot- 
land are more closely akin to the Spaniard and 
the south Italian, the red-headed Highlander is 
most nearly related to the blond Scandinavian, 
while the Yorkshireman finds his nearest racial 
cousins in the Netherlands arid northwest Ger- 
many. 

"Germany itself is hopelessly mixed. Its 
western provinces arc racially far closer to 
the Netherlanders and the Belgians than to the 
rest of Germany; while the peoples of its eastern 
provinces pass without any racial frontier into 
the population of Poland and of the Danubian 
countries. Tlie racial type in Danzig, in spite of 
Us fierce Nazi sentiment, is statistically indis- 
tinguishable from the racial type in Poland. For 
that matter, wore than half of modern Germany 
once spoke Slavic languages, and in the past 
thousand years has changed its language but not 
its racial mixture, 

*'li follows from all this that there is no such 
thing as a French race, an Italian race, an Anglo- 
Saxon race, or a German race — or, for that mat- 
ter, a Polish race, a Ukrainian race, or a Russian 
race. We are all mixtures; and to the historian 
mixture* are a good thing, for they encourage new 
developments In civilization. 

"A very important conclusion for us here in 
Canada is that none of our national groups ftom 
Europe is really alien to tho rest of us. AH, by 
nature, are just us kind, just as honest, just as 
capable of serving and suffering, as any of the 
others. It is one of the darkest crimes of our 
modern world that some evil-hearted men have 
sought to preach that one nationality (they would 
falsely say 'race') is superior to others and w 
entitled, because of that sujwriority, to insult and 
enslave and exterminate others. It is important 
that we, even here in Canada, should be careful 
never to assume that our fellow-Canadians, of 
any origin, are by nature unworthy of our sym- 
pathy, respect and goodwill. A few in all groups, 
even the English and the French, have been 
taught by evil propagandists to hove hate in their 
hearts; but the vast majority of all Canadians 
are honest, loyal folk, ready and willing to con- 
tribute much to our united national life." 

And then another quotation front the booklet 
to help us remember that Germans have contri- 
buted greatly to our modern civilization: "The 
main achievements of Germany have tie en in 
literature, music and science. The roll in liter- 
ature Includes Lessing, Herder, Goethe, Schiller, 
Sudermonn, Houplmann and Thomas Mann. In 
the related field of philosophy and religion, we 
moy trace a great line from Rcuchlln and Luther 
down through Leibniz, Kant, Ffchte ond Hegel. 
In music, Germany's record is unrivalled in

Shrine at Midland/' said friend 
husband, as we prepared to 
spend the last day of June look- 
ing for something new to us. 

"It's high time we saw it," I 
agreed, "for surely we should 
hunt out the spots of beauty and 
interest that are almost at our 
doorsteps" 

"Then why not start at once," 
said mother, as she cuddled 
Spec, who said as plainly as a 
cat could. "What! Going away 
again? I'm thin as a rail now— 
what will I be if this keeps up?" 

However, after breakfast he 
decided he had to investigate 
something he saw in the orchard 
and went off, so we didn't sec 
his little grey face peering round 
the coruer as we drove off. 

The morning was hot, but the

— those in concentration camps, 
victims of a modern inquisition, 
who because of race, creed, or 
decency, are tortured on the 
altar of Hitler's lust for power 
z*m\ omnipotence. 

There is one thing that all 
martyrs have in common- cour- 
age — also such an obsession 
regarding their cause, that they 
can neither recant nor com- 
promise, and such an enthusiasm 
that it transcends the horror 
and fear we all have for torture 
ami violent death. 

All this I thought of as we 
moved slowly about the church 
of the shrine. The church itself 
is beautifully built— symmetric-

According to 
Jess Banbury, veteran liveryman, 
there were once as many as 00 
horses in use daily in town. 

Throughout the years "Milt" 
worked six days a week. Sunday 
J was the o n 1 y holiday M Mllt" 
I received and occasionally hi? did 
duty then. Other days In heat, 
wind, rain and snow he made his 
regular trips to the C.N.R. station 
and can name you dozens of 
engineers, baggagemen, clerks. 
station agents and travellers who 
have come and gone. 

At first his route averaged six 
or seven miles a day with count- 
less stops. Then gradually came 
the competition of motor trans- 
ports and railway freight began to 
dwindle, until the last few years 
he has been averaging only about 
two niiies a day on his route. 
Nevertheless, it is safe to say that 
he has travelled nearly 30,000 

miles over town streets on express 
deliveries. 

"The business got down to about 
ft third or less of what it once was," 
Mr. Morris told The Era. 

In the 23 years he has used but- 
three horses. His first horse, 
"Bill." saw service the longest and 
served his master well. Then 
came M Min the first." who lasted 
but a short while, and then his 
present steed. "Min the second," 
who is now on the farm. The 
some express wagon has been in 
USe throughout the whole period 
but a few years ago it was modern- 
ized with rubber motor tires, which 
made for smoother riding and 
less noise. During his years of 
service he provided the horse and 
wagon and looked after them. 

Collecting stamps, coins, post- 
cards and newspaper clippings has 
been a hobby for many years.

S?li ttae his 3tam P*» numbered 
10,000, with several rare specimens. 
Now he only keeps a few, mostly 
Canadians, of which he has a fine 
collection.

Buy Era printing for satisfac- 
tion. 
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Grappling with the weed men- 
ace, largely due to labor short- 
age, the Whitchurch township 
council on Saturday issued an 
appeal to all farmers who are in 
a position to cut the weeds on 
the roadway* to immediately get 
in touch with the road foreman 
on the beat, or the road superin- 
tendent, who would authorial* 
them to do the work, and the 
council would be willing to pay 
for the service. Farmers should 
fix^t consult the authority before 
going ahead, it was warned. 

"If farmers can find tiire to 
handle their individual road 
frontages, a serious weed men- 
ace may be abated." said Reeve 
Toole, who said the problem was 
purely one of labor shortage. 

The question was introduced 
by Councillor Ed. Logan, who 
declared that weeds were grow- 
ing higher than the fences, and 
that farms once clean were being 
overrun. 

"We have a weed inspector. 
but in my own division, where 

we once had no weeds, today 
chickory overruns some fields," 
declared Mr. Logan. . 

He thought it was only a waste 
of time to run the mower along, 
cutting a swath on either side of 
the road, and the rest let go until 
it is a disgrace. 

"It i$ up to the road foreman," 
said Councillor Wells. Then 
Reeve Toole explained that the 
road foremen and weed inspector 
were anxious to have the weeds 
cut, but they cannot get the 
help. 

"It is purely a labor problem, 
and I suggest that we enlist the 
help of every farmer where 
weeds are bad surrounding or 
fronting his property," said 
Reeve Toole. 

The council gave some con- 
sideration to the tax rate, that 
will be struck at a special meet- 
ing later in the month. There is 
a reduction of half a mill, or 
about $1,300 in county taxation 
this year, which members all 
expressed the hope might be 
passed on to the taxpayers by 
way of a half mill reduction in 
the rate. This is not assured yet, 
as the budget is not ready, but 
it is a hope and the aim of the 
members. 

"I think it would be ? fine 
thing and a credit to the council. 
if we can give this small reduc- 
tion, in the face of increased 
costs all along the line." said 
Reeve Toole, 

The meeting was one of the 
lightest of the year. The clerk 
was instructed to notify the 
assessor to assess the lake arrears 
before the end of August. 

Councillor Wells renewed the 
suggestion that taxes be collected 
in two instalments, allowing a 
discount for making the second 
instalment early. This would re- 
duce bank interest, which would 
turn back to those ratepayers 
who were able to pay at the 
earlier date. 

Reeve Toole, who is quite fav- 
orable to the idea, said he 
doubted if the clerical work that 
would be involved could be 
readily handled at this time. 

The council urged the road sup- 
erintendent to make all haste in 
finishing the oiling and dust 
layer. Mr. Widdi field said they 
had been held up for material, 
but it would be completed 
promptly. Twelve hundred gal- 
lons of oil and 25 tons of calcium 
is required for the job.

A. N. Fisher, cx-pvesldont, board 
of trade: "The legislation, while 
needed, has been Introduced at a 
poor time. We have spent 
thousands advertising for tourists, 
now we will inconvenience them. 
There should be some exception 
for them. The news will travel faat 
that there Is a gas shortage here. 
I believe Sept, 15 would have been 
the right time. They won't save 
much in the few weeks difference." 

J. M. Walton, ex-mayor: "Wo 
must all make sacrifices now. This 
will be a forcible reminder to all 
of the present conflict, 1 don't 
think it will hurt either tourist or 
local business very much." 

Mrs, Frank Allen, The Chateau: 
"I don't think the tourists will stay 
home this year. The hours won't 
inconvenience them greatly. Busl- 
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ness has been good this year. We 
don't want to lose our American 

tourist business." 

Gordon Stoutt, garogeman: "The 
hours wiu be fine for garagemosv.. ,,v$ 
Good -help la hard to find. You 
can go a long way on a tankful 
of gas. Thoughtlessness will bo & 
hard reminder if you run out of 
gas." 

C. C. Macdonald, secretary, board 
of trade: "Early closing means 
people will buy their gas earlier. 
A one-cent increase Is not enough 
to lower much local consumption 
and with practically no check on 
individuals I don't believe there 
will be much gas conserved gen* , 
orally. The regulations look Inef- 
fective to me, although their 
purpose is good," 

Mayor Frank Underbill: "I am 
behind it. It Is too early to soy 
what effect It will have. I think 
ration cards for gas will probably 
be needed," 

Frank Dawson, Dawson's Grill: 
"Rostaurants will be hit bad. The 
hours are the beat in the trade. 
Tourists and motorists ore not 
going to be inconvenienced. They 
won't come back again." .

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Thd uoft notea of » distant 
flute, the roar of the crowd, the 
rumble of thunder, and terrific 
crescendoes unwiuallcd by any 
orchestra — all coming from a 
stage unpeopled by any players 
whatsoever — were presented re- 
cently by Bell Telephone labora- 
tories In a demonstration of Its 
latest development In sound re- 
cording — stereophonic reproduc- 
tion of "enhanced' 1 music. By this 
new technique,' sound can be re- 
produced with a clarity, range, 
and spatlat sense hitherto un- 
known. 

For example, the usual motion 

fifeture sound track cannot record 
he full rantfo of a large orches- 
tra. In the stereophonic process a 
special sound track is provided to 
"make a note" of the overtones 
Jost and re-Introduce them when 
the record . is played hack. The 
listener hears every sound he 
could have heard when the or- 
chestra itself was playing. 

Secondly, the sounds nro picked 
up by three microphones placed 
near each section of tho orchestra, 
find thus each group of instru- 
ments Is recorded on a sound 
track of its own. In reproduction, 
loudspeakers are located on the 
Stage in the places occupied by 
tho original sections of the or- 
chestra. The listener hears— let 
us say — the drums from the left, 
and the flutes from the ri^ht, 
and the other instruments In be- 
tween. The whole width, breadth, 
and depth of the orchestra Is re- 
produced. 

Finally, before being played to 
an audience, the stereophonic rec- 
ord is heard hv the orchestra con- 
ductor. Seated at a control board, 
he varies the volume or tone of 
the music as he desires. The vol- 
ume can be increased by as much 
as ten tiinea over that of the 
loudest orchestra. Pianlssimi, on 
the other hand, are the merest 
hush. The recording Js actually 
btttrr than the original perform- 
ance. 



How doea it happen that tele- 
phone engineers should make im- 
provements In recording? As a 
matter of fact, the association be- 
tween the telephone and the 
phonograph dates back to the 
earliest days of the latter, Thomas 
Alva Edison invented the phono- 

Sraph, but it was Alexander 
raham Bell, inventor of the tele- 
phone, who first perfected the 
talking machine for commercial 
purposes. 

Moreover, telephone research 
discovered the orthophonic prin- 
ciple, which revived the record 
industry from the great slump of 
1924. In the old days, the power 
oi the voice or music alone drove 
the stylus by which a sound track 
was engraved on the master rec- 
ord. Even the tremendous voice 
of a Caruso, however, could not 
make a satisfactory recording by 
this method. Then, Bell Telephone 
Laboratories, studying speech in 
all its aspects with a view to im- 
proving telephone transmission, 
came forward with the ortho- 
phonic principle. By this method, 
sounds to be recorded are first 
picked up by microphones, and 
powerful electric currents from 
these microphones drive the re- 
cording stylus, which is thus able 
to catch all the delicate overtones 
formerly missed. 

Recently, the telephone en- 
gineers came through with still 
another improvement — "hill and 
dale" recording. On the old type 
of phonograph record, the needle 
humped from side to side in the 
groove, producing blurred and 
dragging musical notes. On the 
new type of hill and dale record, 
the needle slides up and down in 
tho groove instead of waggling 
from side to side. The groove is 
much narrower than formerly, so 
that more grooves can be made 
on a standard size disc. Further- 
more, all blurred and dragging 
notes are eliminated, and the 
range of overtones which can be 
recorded is still further increased. 
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Out of the west comes a prize 
story from Camp Nanalmo and the 
Daffy Duffs.

"So we had our ten shillings 
riding on Easy Money. When I 
told Dick he said . . .? We went 
up to the stand, which was 
packed, not knowing one dog from 
the other. A woman, next ns 
shouted, 'Look at that Easy Money. 
He's last.' I kissed our ten shill- 
ings goodbye right there. We 
stood until the numbers went up, 
when Dick cried. That's our 
number, Perc/ Easy Money had 
won after all and we had ten 
shillings on the nose. We 
cashed In 26 bob and threepence 
and quit dog-racing for the day. 
Easy Money was right." 

Last Post was sounded at 
Clymerlng church cemetery in 
Sussex, England, for the first 
North York athlete to be killed In 
action. We refer to Donald Gra- 
ham of Richmond Hill, known as 
"Donnle" all over the county. 
Graham was 24 and enlisted with 
the R.A.F, In 1938 in England, 
using his own funds to get to 
England.

1934 Don won the senior boys* 
track title at Richmond Hill high 
school and In the inter-school 
field days, which boasted such 
performers as Bruce Stiles, Jack 
Cox and the Dales boys, he was 
able to hold his own. He played 
hockey for Richmond Hill juniors 
but was too old to play with 
Auroia when the Hill dropped out, 
altho* he had the goods. He 
played lacrosse with ThornhiU 
juniors, Richmond Hill and also 
Fergus Thistles. Swimming was 
also one of his specialties and he 
was swimming instructor at Camp 
Ashunyoong one year. 

Over in England too he won 
fame as an athlete, winning the 
middleweight boxing crown of 
his carnp and firsts and seconds in 
nine different events at an R.A.F. 
j track meet. He sent all his medals 
home to his family with whom an 
exceptional understanding and feel- 
ing existed. They were all pals. 

His death is thought to have been 
an accident. The true facts Will 
probably be released shortly.
